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During  the  year  there  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the 
whole  number  of  schohxrs,  but  at  the  same  time  this  number 
has  been  more  equally  apportioned  among  all  the  schools  so  that 
no  school  room  is  now  overcrowded. 

The  primary  schools  have  accomplished  their  usual  work  in 
a  creditable  manner  and  the  intelligent  zeal  of  the  teachers  is 
evident. 

The  Grammar  School  may  well  be  taken  as  a  model  school. 
The  classes  are  large  and  enthusiastic.  The  course  of  study  is 
unusually  extensive,  embracing,  as  it  does,  Arithmetic,  Alge- 
bra, Grammar,  History,  Physiology  and  Book  Keeping. 

More  than  half  of  those  who  enter  this  school  end  their  edu- 
cation here  ;  and  with  this  fact  in  view  it  is  very  important  to 
maintain  the  present  high  standard  of  instruction. 

In  the  High  School  several  new  studies  have  been  introduced. 
The  instructors  have  shown  great  tact  in  awakening  and  di- 
recting the  energies  of  their  pupils. 

The  school  has  given  two  public  entertainments,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which,  together  with  other  funds  supplied  by  the  en- 
terprise of  several  gentlemen,  have  been  devoted  to  the  purchase 
of  an  excellent  piano  and  some  valuable  books. 

The  number  of  scholars  has  increased  and  the  year  has  been 
a  profitable  one. 

As  extensive  repair?  are  necessary  on  the  High  School  build- 
ing, it  is  hoped  that  the  Prudential  Committee  will  see  their 
wav  clear  to  remodel  the  rooms  in  part.  The  High  School 
room  should  be  enlarged,  a  suitable  recitation  room  and  a  con- 
venient chemical  and  physical  laboratory  provided.

The  foregoing  statistics  show  in  a  general  way  the  condition 


39 

and  the  work  of  the  several  schools  ;  but  it  would  be  difficult, 
even  in  a  space  much  more  extended  than  I  can  properly  occu- 
py here,  to  convey  such  an  understanding  of  our  school  system, 
its  excellences  and  its  defects,  as  ought  to  be  possessed  by  the 
public,  who  alone  are  concerned  and  with  whom  rest  the  duty 
and  the  power  to  maintain  and  improve  that  system. 

Such  an  understanding  can  only  be  acquired  by  personal  in- 
vestigation. And  here  I  am  touching  upon  a  need  which  is 
felt  severely  in  all  our  schools,  the  need  of  personal  support  on 
the  part  of  parents  and  citizens  generally. 

Inspection  of  the  school  registers  will  show  that  while  the 
average  number  of  pupils  in  each  school  is  forty-five,  the  aver- 
age number  of  visitors,  apart  from  the  committee  and  except- 
ing days  of  public  examination,  is  not  above  four  to  each  school 
each  term,  or  about  one  visitor  in  three  weeks  throughout  the 
year. 

The  financial  wants  of  the  schools  always  have  been  supplied 
with  a  liberality  which  in  itself  and  in  its  results  is  a  source  of 
just  pride  to  the  town.  Add  to  this  the  stimulus  aflbrded  by  a 
frequent  manifestation  of  that  popular  interest  which  I  believe 
is  felt,  and  we  have  the  two  conditions  which  will  ensure  success. 
Teachers  and  scholars  will  be  encouraged,  their  labors  light- 
ened and  made  pleasant,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  parents  and 
citizens  by  their  knowledge  of  faults  will  be  enabled  to  ofler 
practical  suggestions  as  to  the  remedy  ;  and  I  hope  I  do  not 
need  to  say  that  such  suggestions  to  teacher  or  to  committee  are 
always  welcome. 

Written  examinations  continue  to  be  the  test  of  thorough- 
ness in  all  except  the  lowest  two  grades,  and  have  a  perceptible 
effect  in  fixing  firmly  in  the  pupil's  mind  the  subject  matter  of 
his  study. 

The  schools  in  the 'outlying  districts  will  not  bear  compari- 
son in  any  respect  with  the  schools  in  District  No.  3. 

The  terms  are  shorter,  the  numbers  smaller  and  the  progress 
made  is   neither  rapid    nor    satisfactory.      The    teachers  have 
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labored  faithfully,  but  the  best  results  have  not  been  attained, 
and  in  my  opinion  cannot  be  obtained  while  the  present  di- 
vision of  the  tov^^n  into  districts  remains. 

And  I  respectfully  recommend  that  districts  Nos.  1,  2  and  3 
be  consolidated  that  the  whole  town  shall  form  a  single  district 
under  the  control  of  a  central  committee. 

This  opinion  and  recommendation  are  supported  by  the  ex- 
perience of  educators  throughout  the  state,  as  collected  in  the 
report  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Patterson,  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  ;  a  document  which  I  would  commend  to  the  atten- 
tion of  all  who  desire  information  on  this  subject.
